In addition, 3,000 workers at the state-owned oil monopoly Petroleos De Venezuela SA 
protested Chavez's decision to sack the company president. Huge demonstrations are expected 
on February 27 which is the 13* anniversary of the Caraczo riot where the military killed 
civilians, reports the desk.
